Amon^ our yonnjjter readers there 
are probaldy few who can tell you 
who Jack Jouett was; and 80 we 
propoHo to give them that in form a 
tion. The BriliMh ccunmander. 
Major Tarlton, witli hi8 250 mounted 
free-boot erH, waH moving upon 
Chariot tcHville to capture the State 
Government and the Legislature 
which had been removed from Uicti- 
mond to ('harlottcHville, an a more 
Hecare place. Ah they pawHod 
LouiKa Couri House at a ra[»id rate 
Jouett, who wan lemijorarily ho- 
journing there, saw them and divined 
their [nirpoHe. 

Leaiting upon a horso and taking 
a shorter roa<l whicli wan familiar 
to him, he soon left the enemy bc»- 
hinrl. lie reached C 'harlot tc^svi lie 
in time to give the alarm, upon 
which the members of tlie Legis- 
lature promptly adjourned anl re- 
tired to Staunton; and riding up to 
Monticello he notilie*! Mr. JetrerHon, 
who was then Governor of the State, 
who after hastily seen ring his most 
im|ior1ant )>aperH and sending his 
family oflf in a carriage to his Bed- 
fold Cotinty place, mounted his 
horse and rode away, over Carter's 
Mount^ain, just as the detachment 
sent !»y Tarlton to arrest him ap- 
pealed in sight. Jouett was aide<l 
in his purpose by the detent itui of 
Tarlton at ('astle Hill, tins residence 
of Dr. Thomas Walker, where he 
stopped for breakfast. Dr. Walker 
had, of course, left, but his patriotic 
wife, upon one pretext and another 
postponed the breakfast for two 
hours, while she dispatched a mes- 
senger to Charlottesville, fifteen 
miles tlistant, to give the alarm. 
In this, however, Jouett had an- 
ticipated her. 

Patrick Henry was a memlter of 
the Legislature. He and another 
niemlier ridin^^ together in Iht^ flight 
to Staunton, sto[»[>ed to request 
some refreshment Ht the old stone 
tavern which was afterwaids ctm- 
verted into the Mountain Top House 
near Afton. The proprietor | note 
we do not say propi let rows], who 
was somewhat of a virago, asked 
them who they were. '* We are 
members of the Legislature who are 
escaping from Tarlton. "The woman, 
eyeing them with a look of scorn, 
exclaimed: "No, yon can g«^t 
nothing liere, you cowards. If 
I*atri<»k Henry coiihl see you he 
would show you what cowards you 
are to be running from the enemy." 
She could not be made to believe 
that one «*f the men whom she was 
denouncing was the same who in 
St. John's Chur(*h, liichuKUid, set 
in motion the l)all of the devolution 
by the slogan, ** Give mo Liberty or 
give me Death." 

i'cnnpared with this ride of Jack 
Jouett the ride of Paul Hevere sinks 
into insignificance. From Louisa 
Court House to C/harlotlesville is by 
the nearest routu thirty- five miles. 
From Boston to Lexington, Ilevere's 
ride is only ten miles. His object 
was to warn a bundled of colonial 
soldiers of the approach of thii 
Biitish. The object of Jouett was 
to warn tlie Virginia Government 
and Legislature and Governor. The 
capture of this Lexington garrison 
would have counted but little in the 
opening event of the war. It is not 
unlikely tliat the capture of Hie 
Government, the liegislature and 
<4overn(n-, iidglit have ended the 
He volution in favor of the mother 
country. 

And yet the " Hide of Paul He- 
vere" lias been for a liundnMl years 
conunemoraled in Boston as one (»f 
the most notaide incidents of tlie 
Hevolutionary struggle; while the 
far nion^ impoitant and nuunorable 
•* ride" of Ja<»k Jouett Is, at this 
late day, knockimj for recognititui 
at the floors, the homes, the Inmrts 
of the Viiginia people of (Uiarlottes- 
ville and Albemarle.

During the season which his just 
P'^ssimI, man}' of you liave t>eeii eat- 
ing bananas, oranges, lemons, etc., 
without thinking alxuit how they 
grow, or where they came from. If 
you read the following notes care- 
fully you will learu where most ot 
them came from and you can easily 
find out for yourselv^es whether 
they grew on trees, bushes, vines or 
in tlu^ ground. 

You have all seen the large 
bunches of bananas hanging in tlie 
stores. The most of tihein were pur- 
chased in Jamaica, Cuba and 
Caiacoa, and shi(iped to wholesale 
houses in New York, Buffalo, Mon- 
treal, Toronto, etc , and I hence to 
dealci^s in smaller places. When 
they come to tlie stort^ heie, they 
are green, but soon ripen and l)e- 
come yellow. You do not see very 
many of the red bananas now, but 
twenty five or thirty years ago they 
were nearly the only bananas thst 
we had. 

The most of our oranges come 
fiom Mexico and C'alifoinia. They 
are picked green and shipped. The 
blood oranges come from somewhere 
in Spain. 

The best lemons come from Italy, 
while we get nearly all the rest of 
our lemons form C'alifornia. 

The l)est olives in the worhl are 
grown in Italy. 

Pine applies are bi ought here 
fiom Flori<laand Culm, where they 
.are grown in large fields by the 
thousands. 

Figs and dates are mostly import- 
ed fn>in Arabia. 

Many of our nuts are purchased 
in Brazil ami in the southern part 
<if the United States. 

Early plums, peaches, pears, 
cheriies, etc., come mostly from 
California.— Se/.

In this country there Ai*e compulsory 
education laws, coitipelling children from 
the ages of six to twenty-one to attend 
school, but in no case, as far as I know, do 
these laws in their original state apply to 
deaf children. In some States these laws 
have hecn aniendeil so as to include deaf 
children. 

Now, if the hearing child, who is as a rule 
able to learn more easily than one depriveil 
of his hearing is conipelletl by the laws of 
the Slate to attend school a certain number 
of hours each day, why is not the deaf 
child made to attend some institution for 
the deaf a certain numl>er of months each 
year? 

Some Slates already have seen the need 
(Tf such laws and have made them. These 
States are to be commended for their wis- 
dom, and it would be well for every State 
to follow the excellent example. Let us 
hope they will in the near future. 

Without ijuestion every Stale should 
make some provision by which parents 
could l)e tnade to send their tleaf children 
to the nearest institution to be etiucated. 

There are dilliculties to be overcome in 
order to make a compulsory eilucation law 
for the deaf otTective. It has got to be 
drawn up so that it will leave no possible 
lo<.>phole for reluctant iwi rents ; it lias got 
to provide transjx>rtation and clothing tor 
the children 01 very jK>or parents ; it has 
got to appoint some restxinstble person in 
each County to see that the deaf children 
in thjil County are sent to school. The 
greatest ditliculty is in having such a law 
enforced. Some parents are very selfish. 
An incident illn this was printetl in 

the Cavadiafi <* years ago. The 

article was heaiiv^i, v^elfish Parents." 

'* At the beginning of the Fall session a 
gentleman tocik his little lK>y to school 
and remained with him a few days. Then 
he went home. The next day he/rctunieil 
and said he and his wife could not endure 
the |>ain of sejMiration.** Similar incidents 
have occurreil in connection with nearly 
every school. Naturally parents are re- 
luctatit to part with their little tots of live 
and six for the larger part of each year. 
Hut in all schools they are at lil)erty to 
visit their children as often as they like. 
Which jmrent loves his deaf childthe best : 
the one who keeps him at home where he 
is lovingly and tenderly .care<l for, but not 
educateil ; or the one who sends his child 
to school where he will l>e ju.st as tenderly 
cared for and at the same time receives the 
eilucation he needs ? Any one who knows 
anything will answer the latter. The 
former is selfish love. No need to say that 
the love of the latter |>arent8 is of the mott 
unselfish kind. 

The h>t of an unetlucated deaf person is 
Slid indeed. He is cut oiT fn>m all outside 
inthiences, camiot reatl or converse with 
others. In most cases his condition is due 
to selfish parents. 

Hducation does more for the deaf-mute 
than for any other class of |>ersons. In- 
struction is the only thing that can rouse 
the mind of the deaf child. Many hearing 
persons have attained skill in trade, art or 
manufacture without an education; but has 
A deaf-mute ? If he has, he is a wcnider. 

The con vict*s mind is never stimulatetl by 
new ideas. The tirest>nie monotony of his 
life forces his intellect into listless stupidity. 
The ignorant deaf-mute is much like the 
convict. Though he is surrounded by his 
friends, he enjoys their society but little 
more than if he were thousands of miles 
away. Hducation breaks these Imrs ami he 
walks forth free to communicate with all 
around him. K<lucation obtains for him 
the respect of others. Untaught he has 
but little esteem, is without moral culture, 
and is, therefore, iTften mischievous and 
troublesome. But after several years in 
schtx>l, he returns home an altereil being. 
His friends form a l>etter o^>inion of him 
as they iin<l him more intelligent and bet- 
ter behavetl. As for the person himself, 
he has with his knowletlge increased his 
self-respect. He feels that he is a man, 
and knows his duty to Goil, himself and 
h\K tMMi.hlH>r, His e<Uicatton oi>ens tt».him 
lire of knowletlgc. An ignorant 
M « does not know the meaning or 

use of court of justice, literary itrstituttons, 
civil government, the public worship of 
OihI or the ceremonies of religion. The 
locomotive, the telegraph, the telephone, 
the electric-light and other wonderful in- 
ventions are mysteries to him. He sees 
the works of creation above and around 
him, but he does luJl know their design 
or who made them. His mind is a blank. 
On the other hand if he is sent to sclnx>l 
and stays long enough these things are 
explained to him. He also learns the aid 
to l>e had from ol>etlience to the laws of 
morality and propriety as well as the help 
to be obtainett from his knowletlge of lan- 
guage. Thus he finds it easy to act well 
his iwrt in Hfe, At all institutions for the 
deaf^ in this country the deaf are taught 
some trade, which cnal)les them to earn 
their own living. 

An ignorant deaf-mute is little l>etter 
than the (locks and herds of the field. He 
knows little else than to eat, drink, lal>or 
and sleep. He knows nothing of the us- 
ages of society or the common enjoyments 
and puriK>ses of life.

We must educate our children, and the 
State must stand ready to see that they are 
eilucatetl. Parents would not be protected 
if they trietl to maim the physical bo<ly of 
their child, and they should not be if they 
try to dwarf his mind. 

A deaf child should be sent to school at 
an earlier age than one who hears, for he 
does not begin to learn till he enters school, 
whereas his hearing brother begins to learn 
as sot^n as he begins to take notice. Per- 
sons, who have tried to teach speech to the 
deaf, say that the two years before seven 
are worth live after the age of seven. 

Some years ago there was a lot of dis- 
cussion of this question among the differ- 
ent schools for the deaf. The Michii^an 
Mirror asked the following (juestion :* "Is 
it possible under American laws to take a 
child, who has committeil no crime, away 
from a respectable home where he is proper- 
ly supported?" The Afinnesoia Cotn- 
Pixnian replietl to the question thtis : " All 
ilepends on what is constdere<l proper sup- 
port in the eyes of the law. It is not 
enough that the deaf child should be well 
housed and fed, the same as the wise 
farmer takes care of his horses, cattle and 
pigs. A child, who is depriveil of all 
mental and moral improvements, cannot 
be said to be projjerly supported. Talk 
about the * rights of parents. * Have the 
children no riglits ? It is not right to keep 
these helpless lieings in mental an*i moral 
darkness, just because tlieir natural guar- 
dians will not give them an opportunity for 
an education. A State's chief duty is to 
protect its citizen3 in life and liberty. 
This protection shoul not be limiteil to 
adults, but should protect the children, if 
necessary, against their parents. There is 
no worse fonii of cruelty to children than 
to deprive them of the only means of 
receiving development of the mind and 
soul, an<l of securing happiness as rational 
beings.** 

The Colorado fndfv said : ** KiUicated 
deef people are as a rule law-abiding, self- 
supporting citizens, while the uneiiucated 
ones are a menace to society, being liable 
to become irresponsible criminals or else 
helpless paupers."

Chaptkr V. 

1 jiiade two trips to the Garden 
of the Gods — one by Auto and the 
other by Burro. 

The Auto trip also took our party 
to Glen iiyrie, the property of the 
family of the late General William 
J. Palmer, and which the guide l>ook 
most trnthfuUy and faithfully de- 
scnl>es as "so attractive in its 
se d solitude." 

ito trip covered a distance 
of twenty miles and cost but a dollar 
for each. As the burro trip went 
over the same route, and did not 
pass through the Gateway, the im- 
pressions and memories of the Gar- 
den of the Gods will l>e reserved for 
the last. 

The Auto took us through the 
Gateway and a mile northward to 
Glen Eyrie, but did not enter, as 
autos are forbidden. Instead, a big 
Vms was awaiting at the entrance 
and ranged itself alongside, so that 
all could step from the auto to the 
bus without alighting on theground. 

What wonderful growths of tree 
and shrub and vine greeted the eyes. 
There were fir trees of green and of 
blue — that sort of blue with a silvery 
frosting, which excites the wonder I 
and delights the vision. There were I 



A little further on is "Balanced 
Rock,'* weighing five hundred tons 
and sup|x>rted on a base of four by 
five feet — at least, the guide book 
says so. The weight is probably 
near enough, but to the eye this big 
rock seems poised upon a base not 
more than d^foot in diameter. 

And now wc get to " Steam l>oat 
Rock/' and dismoujit from our bur- 
ros and pass through a curio and 
souvenir shop to reach, the stone 
steps that lead to its top. This rocks 
has an iron railing around it not un- 
like the railings of sea-going steam- 
ers. At different points iron tubes 
are trained and adjusted so that tele- 
scopic views are had of many of 
the interesting ^and curious natural 
formations. One of the extraordi- 
nary freaks of nature (if the cunning 
hand of man had nothing to do with 
it) is the profile of a lion's head on 
the face of one of the great sand- 
stone rocks that form the Gateway. 
This can be seen through one of the 
tulics at Steamboat Rock, but is not 
noticeabre from any other point. 

leaving Steamboat Rock, we 
again mounted our noble burros and 
the procession started across the 
Garden of the Gods to the Gateway. 
On all sides were red sandstone 
rocks of grotesque and marvelous 
shapes. We .saw the " Ant Pl^ater," 
the "Siamese Twins," the vScotch- 
man," the Egyptian Sphynx." the 
"Seal and Bear," the "Cathedral 
Spires," and funniest of all "The 
Kissing Camels." The names of 
each of these rocks indicate their 
several shapes and character. Most 
of them are clustered quite near to 
the great Gateway, which is formed 
of two immense slabs of red sand- 
stone that tower to a height of three 
hundred feet or more. It is on the 
northern one, at the very top, that 
the " kissing camels" appear, and 
the lion's head is outlined on the 
rock that forms the southern barrier 
of the Gateway. 

Our return was made at a jogtrot, 
and it was a stiff and sore lot of 
tourists that dismounted at sun.set 
on that eventful afternoon at the burro 
stables in Man i ton. 

Next week our pilgrimage Ijrings 
us still nearer to the goal of our 
ambition, the snowy summit of Pike's 
Peak. We will get there soon, but 
not in the chapter that follows this.

The Kxccutive Committee has 
authorized the printing of the Pro- 
ceedings of the Colorado Springs 
Convention, and has authorized tlic 
Chairman to appoint sub-commit 
tees, including himself as member 
eX'offido, with power to act, on 
printing proceedings and stationery ;

treasurer ; and to act on resolu- 
tions passed by the Association. 

In accordance with this authoriza- 
tion, O. H. Rcgcnsburg, Venice, 
Cal., Arthur J^. Roberts, Olathe 
Kansas, and the Chairujan, have 
been appointed a committee on print- 
ing, and will have charge of print- 
ing the proceedings, and also sta- 
tionery. This committee will have 
stationery printed and distributed to 
the various oflicers and cotnmittees.

As all the work of this office has 
to be conducted by corres|x>n deuce, 
and as the time which I can devote 
to it is limited, progress will be 
somewhat .slow. I ho[)e that all 
will take this into con.sideration, 
and if some who write me do not 
receive prompt resjx)Jises, I hope 
they will make due allowances. 

A reiKjrt has been circulated, so 
I am informed, to the cUcct that 
tbe jylacc for the next convention 
has already been decided by the 
J executive Connnittee. This is in- 
correct. The matter has not yet 
beet! placed before the Executive 
Committee, and as there is other 
work ahead of it, it will be some 
time before it will be considered.

Tlie Hebrew deaf have t»een 
singularly forlunale in securing tlie 
service of this most capable 
minister who has alreatly made his 
reputation in Jewry. It is also in- 
teresting to note that liis father-in- 
law WHS one of the founders of the 
School for the Deaf in London, 
England. 

It is worlh while to ssy some- 
thing of this reverend genlleman 
who is alunit to engage in a work of 
far-reaching consequence to Jthe 
Hebrew deaf. In a biography of 
him in '' Men of Mark in Houth 
Carolina," lie was spoken of as a 
•' schohir, author, critic, e<lilor, 
historian and rabbi." lie has liehl 
pastorales in Toronto, C)ana«la, 
Hacramento, Cal., and Charh»s- 
ton, S. ('., wli(»ie he renuiined for 
sixteen years. In the last named 
State, he was a [jrcuninent figure, 
esteemed by j>eople of all creeds, 
active in the civic betterment of 
his city and suppression of political 
corruption, and chairman and 
creator of a committee to eradicate 
tiiberculoHis. 

He was (HJucated for the ministry 
at Jews* Collcsge, L(Hidon, England, 
and secular education at University 
College, London, Englaiul, LTuivcu- 
sity of Toronto, Canada, and the 
South Carolina College, which con- 
ferred upon him the honorary de- 
gree of LL.D. His Hcholary attain- 
ments have earned him many 
degrees, he being a B.A., MA., 
r*h.D., M.D., i'HAK.G., LL.D. 
He is a Doctor of Medicine, though 
by a profession a rabbi. 

Dr. Elzas will lie inljoduced to 
his silent flock at the opening re- 
ligious services of the Hebrew Con- 
gregation of the Deaf, this Friday 
evening, September 301 h, at 8 p.m., 
in the Veslry Rooms of the Temple 
Kmanu-EI, ilUl Street and Fifth 
Avenue, All the <leaf, irrespective 
of creed, as well as their hearing 
friends, at'c invited to be present.

**Nix the cops !" cried a shrill 
voice which, acconling to the stories 
written by the beggars, had h^eu 
dumb and deaf for years. luslnnt- 
ly, according to the police, two 
canes wei*e flung away, four feet 
clatter'cd on the pavement and two 
of the best amateur sprinter's ever 
seen in St. Louis had **come back" 
fr'orn the oblivion of infirmity. 

Patr-oimen Charles N. Thiet and 
Joseph C. Klemel of the Soulard 
Sir'eet Station, whose appearance 
had brought alioiit the miraculous 
cimiige in the beggars' physical con 
dition, ran after ilie men and, Hft^er 
a chase of live blocks, arresle^l John 
O'Neil, 25 years old, ru) home, and 
Johrr Walker, 37 years oUl, who 
hangs out at the same place. 

WOKKKD A DECEPTIVE QAME. 

The two men will be sent to Clark 
Avenue Police Court Monday cliar'g- 
ed with begging. Two witrresses 
agjiinst, the police sny, will be Mrs.

Both patrolmen say the speed of the 
"cripples" was so gr'eatthat Thiet 
had to select one man and tun him 
down and Kiemel the other.
